Work on the Liverpool and Man- 
chester road will begin within a few 
months. The first ‘line of the kind 
built by Mr. Behr, in Torvuerne, near 
Brussels, Belgium, has been in opera-

deed, it is said that the curious length- 


wise arrangements of the seats within 
the cars was to prevent the full ef- 
fect of the appearance of swiftness on 
the passengers, Mr. Behr says thata 
man who sits and looks straight out 
of a car window instead of looking 
ahead as he would if he sat with one 
shoulder to the window, does not wet 
such an alarming impre:sion of terrilic 
speed, 


Mr. Behr has been quietly operating 
the trains on this new line in Bel- 
sium for some time past, aad he has 
pul it to the severest and mos exact- 
ing teste, such as operating the trains 
under a speed of 150 miles an hour 
around charp curves, and of dropping 
thera down steep grades without my 
diminution of velocity. The Tervu- 
erne road isthree miles long, built in 
the shape of an ellipse. That is to 
say, there are two straight sides join- 
ed by curved ends, the curves having a 
radius of 1600 feet. The track proper 
is a stout trestle laid upon ground 
sleepers, Upon top the trestle there 
is the single bearing rail, and at either 
side of it, lower down, a guide rail, 

That ia not so very wonderful, but 
you can not say so much of the car it- 
self, It is a sort of doubleadecker, 
about 60 feet long, and dual length- 
wise as well as vertically, throughout 
its lower half. This double lower por- 
tion houses the majn wheels, the guide 
wheels and the electrio motors, which 
receive their power from a conductor 
laid along the track. There are four 
of these motors, weighing three tons 
each. , They are attached to four of the 
eight carriage wheels. With 600 re. 
volutions per minute each motor deve- 
lops 150 horse-power. That vives a 
speed of 1M miles an hour, which

Seside the eight carriage wheels 
there are thirty-two guide wheels

The dynamos have a Working strength 
of 7) volts. Electricity is fed to the 
line by a copper cable properly con- 
nected to the steel contact rail, w hich 
is carried on china insulators, made 
fast to the sleepers. This contact rail 
feeds especial collectors, which ip turn 
pass the power to the motors, 

This line has sharper curves and 
steeper gradients than are likely to oc- 
cur on any commercial railway. And 
it has itself been most severely and 
‘mapartially tested under the eyes of 
commissioners specially appointed by 
the governments of Belgium and Rus- 
sia. So it is worth while to hear what 
those big-wig official gentlemen say of 
it 
“A gingle-rail line, on trestles, with 
bearing surface for the vertica! 
pressuite of the rolling stéck, and sup 
plied with guide-wheels to resist lat- 
eral pressure, offers fewer chances of 
derailment than the ordinary rail- 
wa:,” says one. A second comes in 
ika an echo: “A single-rail line with 
curves ¢ radium tomumon upon ex. 
press routes canbe traveled over much 
more rapidly and more safely than an 
ordinary track.”

The genesis of this Ternisee line is 
most interesting.

SUING FOR STATUTE LABOR. 

Up in the sparsely settled districts 
the authorities have « great deal of 
trouble im persuading farmers to do 
statute labor. C. F. Farwell, M.P.P., 
for Kast Algoma, has a« bill amending 
the clause of the Assessment Act re- 
lating to the suing of non-residents 
for statute labor in the unorganized 
territories. These are the words he 
wants added to the present act: “The 
commissioners may sue in any Digjsion 
Court having jurisdiction, any pereon 
liable to perform statute labor wil- 
fully neglecting or refusing to perform 
the same as aforesaid, for the amount 
of such statute labor commuted at 
$i per day.” 

COUNCILLOR'S QUALIFICATION. 

Bil! 231 bears the name of John Rich- 
ardson. It is to amend the Municipal 
Act by the addition of the following 
¢lause: “Profiled that if at the time 
of the election the residence of a mem- 
ber duly elected to the county council 
is within the county council division 
for which he has been elected, ana 
afterwards and during his term of

THE FISHERIES BILL. 


The Fisheries bill was-introduced by 
the Premier. It prohibita netting in 
streams frequented by speckled tront. 
Every provincial constable is made an 
ex-officio overseer. The finding of 
nets or prohibiled devices in possession 
of anyone is to be prima facie evidence 
to him. Every licensee or lessee of 
fishing privileges is obliged to submit 
an annual statement of weright and 
variety of all fish caught by him dur- 
ing the year. The overseers appoint- 
ed by the Governmrent are to fix the 
places at which nets may be set. The 
sales of basa under 10 inches and of 
white fish, salnton, or lake trout under 
two pounds are prohibited.  Exporta- 
tion beyond the borders of the province 
of such fish is prohibited. Exporta- 
tion of speckled trout, bass, and mask- 
inonge is also prohibited for five years. 
STRIKING AT BRITISH COLUMBIA. 


The Government has announced that 
it will impose a tax on all mining cor- 
porations dealing in properties outside 
this province who sell stock in Ontario. 
this is a blow at some of the British 
Columbia companies. 

MAY QUASH BONUSES. 

The Attorney-General introduced an 
amendment to the Municipal Act by 
which a town that has been robbed of 
an industry by another town may take 
proceedings to quash the by-law by 
which inducements have been extended 
to the manufacturer. 


CHANGE IN REGISTRATION,

AN ENGLISH STEAMER WRECKED 
IN A DENSE FOG. 


A deapatch from Southampton, Eng- 
land, says:—The passenger steamer 
Stella, plying between this port and 
the Channe! Islands, crashed upon the 
dreaded Casquet rocks, near the Island 
of Alderney, on Thursday afternoon, in 
a dense fog, and foundered in ten min- 
utes, her boilers exploding with a tre 
terndoms report as she went down. It 
ia estimated that between 60 and 100 
persons were drowned, The coasting 
steamer Lynx, which brought the news 
of the disaster bere, picked up four 
boata and forty persona belonging to 
the Stella. 

The second officer of the steamer, 
who was among those rescued, says 
that a collapsible boat was launched 
fall of people, but he thinks she strack

men, who escaped from the wrecked 
steamer.

The Stella, which belongs “to the 
London and South-Western Railway 
Company, left Southampton at noon 
on Thureday, conveying the firet day- 
light excursion of the season to the 
Channel Islands. There were shout 
185 passengers on board, taking an 
Easter holiday, and the crew numbered

HOW THE DISASTER HAPPENED. 

The weather was foggy, but all went 

well until the afternoon, when the 
fog became most dense. At 4 o'clock 
the Casguet suddenly loomed up 
through the fog bank, and the steamer 
almost Immediately afterwards struck 
amidship. The capiain, seeing that the 
Stella was fast sinking, ordered the 
lifeboats to be launched. His instrue- 
tions were carried out with the utmost 
celerity, and the women and children 
-were embarked in the boats. Then 
the captain ordered the men to look 
after themselves. 
A survivor states that he and 25 
others pat off from the Stelia in a 
sinall boat. The aea was ealm, but 
there was a big swirl around the rocks. 
When this boat was a short distance 
away from the wreck the boilers of 
the Stella burst, with a terrific ex- 
plosion, and the veasel disappeared 
stern foremost in the sea, The last 
thing the survivor saw waa the figure 
of the captain of the Stella standing 
calmly oa the bridge and giving his 
last orders. The captain perimhed 
with his vessel, owing to the very 
great suction caused by the sinking 
steamer 

The Great Western Railroad Com. 
pany’s steamer Vera, from Southamp- 
ton, picked up 40 others of the surviv- 
ors, and landed them at Guernsey. 

SEVENTY PERSONS DROWNED. 

According to the latest estimates of 
the officials of the London and South- 
Weatern Railway ny, not more 
than 70 persona were drowned, out of 
the 220 on board the Stella, when she 
struck on the rocks. Other reports, 
however, place the nameber of drowned 


; much higher. 


The disaster caused Intense excite- 
ment in the Island\ of Guernsey and 
bere. There were rowing scenes at 
the offices of the London and South- 
Western railwa h places. Many 
Guernsey fanvilies lost relatives. Hus- 
bands are enquiring for their wives 
and wives are asking for their has- 
bands; parents are seeking news of 
lost children, and children are looking 
for nrissing parents. All the flags are 
half-masted at St. Peter-le-Port. 

Up to noon Friday, 18) passengers 
had been accounted for, including Mr. 
J. Parton and his wife. Mr. Parton is 
the manager of the West London of- 
fice of the American lina.

MANY BODIES ON THE ROCKS, 


Later accounts say thal the Stella 
had 140 passengers on board, and that 
her crew numbered 42 persons. Anoth- 
ér steamer of the same company, 
which arrived at the Island of Jersey 
at about noon Friday, reported hav- 
ing passed many bodies of victima of 
the disaster about the Casquet rocks, 

A astirvivor of the Stella named Bush 
says the speed of the vessel in the fog 
was not diminished, though the fog 
whistles were sounded. Bush adda 
that at 3.30 a.m., the engineer showed

the vessel struck within 25 minutes 
afterwards.

INDIA’S MOST SACRED RELIC. 


Ovylen Exctied @ver the New Casket for 
Bed tha’s Teeth, 

All Ceylon ia wild over the fact that 
the Sacred Tooth, the moat famous re- 
ligious relic of the Buddhist world, 
has just been dowered with a new cas 
ket 

The tooth is kept in the temple of 
Dalada Malagawa, in Kandy, Ceylon, 
It is reported to have belonged to Gau- 
tama Buddha, the Messiah of the East, 
bul ineemuch as it ia about two inch- 
es long and one inch wide at its base 
it is more likely to have been & part 
of the dental! armature of some croco- 
dile or large pig. 

The “shrine” in which it has been 
kept for centuries past is a large sil- 
ver gilt and bell shaped receptacle. 
This encloses six other shrines of pure 
gold of desreasing sizes, one placed 
within the other, the last and smallest 
containing the Sacred Tooth. 

The new ahrine, which will enclose 
all the ethers, is a wonderful piece of 
workmanship in the shape of a dageba, 
The body is of massive gold, and is 
garlanded with strings of jewels and 
surmounted by a splendid ruby. It 
is covered by a silver canopy, inlaid 
with precious stones. The § whole 
stands some six feet high. Its value 
(a lac and a att of rupees, or 850,- 
000, and the duties charged by the 
Ceylor Custom House were $2,000 
more. This magnificent casket was 
presented by the Buddhists of Bur- 
mah. Thirteen hundred Burmese, 370 
of whom are priests, escorted it from 
Rangoon to. Kandy. The person into 
whose special charge the casket was 
committed was an enthusiastic Budd- 
hist lady, who insured its safety by 
disposing her spectacular proportions 
upon the casket night and day as the 
party traveled by rail and steamer. 
She and her 1,299 associates are now 
in Kandy engaged in the performance 
of the solemn ceramonies of reception 
and instaHation. Long before their 
arrival Kandy was so crowded by pil- 
grims that thep military were called 
oul to preserve order in the precincts 
of the temple. ‘ 

The temple of Dalada Malagawa, 
the words mean sacred tooth, is a tom- 
paratively insignificant structure. To 
non-Buddhist visitors its chief inter- 
est consists in its rude frescoes repre- 
seniative of the tormenta of hell,which 
are quite as hideous and grotesque as 
the Christian freseoces in the Campoo 
Santo, of Pisa. Of the bopelesaly lost, 
by far the largest part are women. 
The cruellest torture chamber in the 
next world, it would appear, is reserv~ 
ed for thieves who have pilfered Budd- | 
hist priests or Buddhist temples.

It was not at Mount Baker that Robt. 

As I am his part- 
ner, L can state you the whole truth 
of the accident. [t was the. east end 
of the range of the Cheam mouan- 
tains. The Cheam range lies on the 
north-west side of the head waters of 
Chilliwack river, where the accident 
happened, and | shall remember it til! 
my dying day. 

We arrived on the 2th of Judy, at 
the foot of the mountain. On the fol- 
lowing morning we ascended the moun. 
tain. While walking over the snow 
in a deep canyon Parker slipped, and 
shd about fifty yards before he tame 
to a hole, where he disappeared from 
my view. Then | scrambled to the 
place where he fell. [t was a terrible 
sight to look at.

Indium costs $4,400, thorium $8,300, 
and rubidium $9,500. : res, 
howeyer, may be said‘to pale into in- 
significance -- if anything ‘connected 
with scientific discovery ever pales into 
anything sointangible—when compared 
with the yalue of gallium which, ac- 
cording to the scientific standard, is 
worth $68,000 a pound, 

The apparent access of value of the 
other metals quoted over that of gold 
is not due, it ought to be added, to their 
superior intrinsic worth, but rather to 
their eXceptional rarity, Gold in 
general use as money, in jewelry, for 
ornament, and otherwise is being con- 
stantly produced, whereas the} more 
rare metals are with difficulty found, 
and the occasional demand for them 
re them what may be called an arti- 

ial yalue.

& Simple Fire Eatinguisher. 

For a simple fire extinguisher dis- 
solye twenty pounds of common salt 
and ten pounds of sal-ammoniac in 
seven gallons of water, and put the 
mixture afterward into quart bottles of 
thin glass. The grenades so made will 
be found to be very efficient for exting- 
uishing small outbreaks of fire. The 
bottles should be tightly corked and 
sealed so as to prevent eyaporation, 
and when a fire occurs they must be 
thrown in or near the flames so as to 
break, and thus liberate the gas con- 
tained, 


Clean up. 

‘The time is close at hand for a gen- 
eral cleaning up of the town. All the 
trash thrown out into lanes and back 
yards during the winter should be dis- 
posed of before the warm sun animates 
countless millions of microbes, bacilli, 
micro-cocei and other disease producers. 
Don't forget the cellar. See to it. that 
no decaying vegetation remains there.

Remember that the worst 
diseases have a close relation to dirt 
and filth. 


High Court of Justice. . 

Irwin vs. Inwin:—This was an 
action brought by James Irwin, of 
Madoc, against all the other heirs of 
the late William Irwin for the rectifi- 
cation ofadeed. The facts are peculiar. 
Many years before the death of the late 
Wm. Irwin he desired to convey a por- 
tion of his property to the plaintiff. A 
deed was prepared but by an inadvert- 
ance the property was wrongly des- 
cribed, ‘he deed was registered and 
the error was not discovered until some 
years after Mr. Irwin's death.

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BRASS INSTRUMENTS 


Methed by Which seme of the Principat 
Paris Ave Breeght Inte shape. 

The bell of a bras: band instrument, 
which ia the big end, extending back; 
ta the bow or first bead, ia made of al 
single piece of metal which was orig-i 
imally flat. The pattern by witich the: 


metal is out is of the shape that « bell 


woul have if it were slit straight 
down the side from end to end and 
then flattened out. When the Mati 
piece of metal from which a bell ie 
to be-formed has been out out by such 
& pattern, it is bent by hand over a. 
rod until the edges meet. The seam 
is brazed, and the plece of metal now | 
has its trumpet-shaped form, but with 
man} little mare or less uncven places 
im the thin metal. 

' The bell is then placed upon a wood- 
on mandrel, a form which fille the in- 


‘terior of the bell from end to end and 


is of the size and shape to which the 
belt is to be conformed. The inequali- 
ties in the surface of the metal ate 
then worked out by hand with weed. - 
on hammers, the bell being repeatedly 
driver down upon the mandrel, Whe 
the bell has at last been brought ia 
thia manner substantially to ite true 
form it is finished and brought to ite 
perfect smoothness of surface in « 
spinning machine. 

The bow of the instrament is made 
sometioes in two pieces, sometimes is 
one. All of the very largest Lastru- 
ments have the bow in two 
which are cut from flat aretal, like 
the bell piece. These flat pieces, whose 
outlines conform to the curve of the 
bow, are struck into their rounded 
form with dies, and the two halves 
thus made are then joined, Many in 
atrumenta of all sises are made with 
the bow thus formed, but the costlier 
instruments, of sizes other than the 
very largest, are made with the bow 
of a single piece, bent. 

The bow has some laper, being larg.

What with barbariem, religious in 
tolerence and indifference, little could 
have remained to us of the literatures 
of Greece and Rome, but fo® their al- 
most inexhaustible wealth. 

Of Sappho, we poseess only an ode 
or two and quoted fragments. Her 
works were burned in the eleventh 
century, by order of the great Hilde 
brand. Addison says, by way of com- 
aolation, that they were “filled with 
such bewildering tenderfiess and rap 
ture, it might have been dangerobs te 
give them a reading.” [ 

Of i108 comedies of Greek domestic 
life, the work of Menander, a writer 
whose field waa sever oooupied by 
anybody else, aad whose purity of style 
Plutarch deeares to have’ been eur- 
passed by Homer alone, aot even what 
may be called a fragment remaios 
Stray lines are quoted here and there. 
Twenty-four of the plays are kagwa 
to have existed until the seventeenth 
century, when they were erased from 
their rods ta make space for the works 
of an ecclesiastical writer.

PAINT FOR SLEEPING ROOMS. 


The modern dwelling is generally 
furnished as if the chief object were 
to gather and conceal dirt. With lace 
Curtains at the windowa, “fuzzy” pa- 
per on the walls and “fuzzy” carpet 
on the floora, about everything possible 
bas been done to encourage dirt. 
When tothese are added a deletrious 
erumbling paint on the wood-work, 
the way not to do it is perfectly illus 
trated, 

Windows of sleeping rooms would 
be protected preferably with fixed 
blinds, but lacking these, nothing but | 
good, easily removable shades on sprirg | 
rollera should be tolerated. Wall 
Peper should be eschewed and the wall 
should be painted in some light, cheer- 
fal tint, with a paint containing so 
pelsonous materials. For this use the 
only fit pigment is zinc-white, the tints 
being obtained by adding ultramarine 
for blus tomes, earth colora for yellow, 
brown and red tints, lamp black for 
the greys, and combinations of these 
pigments for the othor desired tints, 

The wood-work, unless of light col- 
ored wooll finished inthe natura! state 
and varnished, should be painted ex- 
clusively with the same pigments, 
varnish being added if an enamel ef- 
fect is desired, Tne floor, if too cold 
or too open for filling and “waxing,” 
or varnishing, should be smoothed off, 
and after puttying all seams, cracks, 
and nail-holes, should be painted with! 
agood oil paint containing no lead;| 
zinc-white, or a combination based on 
zinc-white, colored with iron oxides or 
earth colors ochre, sienna, umbers, 
metallic brown, etc. being used ex- 
clusively as pigments, Over this 
should be laida removable rug, which | 
ean be taken up, aired and shaken at | 
frequent intervals, the floor being well | 
wiped withawet cloth while ihe rug 
is up. The painted walls should also 
be ‘washed at the periodical “ clean- 
ing” times, : 

Wall paper, curtains, carpets and 
deleterious paints are probably re- 
sponsible, either directly or indirectly, 
for the introduction and propagation 
of mney ailments, especially in chil- 
dren. White lead, which is among the 
least durable of pigments, is, like | 
ali lead compounds, an active poison, | 
and it ia notable among paints for ite | 
tendency to crumble off the painted | 
surtace inthe form of dust. | Further- 
more, asit blackens inthe presence of | 
the gases always found in dwelling | 
houses, it is undesirable on aesthetic: 
@rounds. Zinc-white, on the other 
hand is absolutely non-poisonous, has 
a brilliant clear white color, which | 
produces remarkably pure and brilljant 
tints with other colors, and ‘is © the 
Most permanent of pigments, both as 
regards color and material. 

A great deal of attention is usually 
paid to the food and clothing of chil- 
dren. It would be wise to extend this 
attention to (he hygienic conditions of 
their ordinary surroundings,

CURIOUS PHENOMENON. 


Sream of Barth Satd te Be Meving Down 
a@ Meep Valley ta Enaita, 

Captain Roberts, of the British army, 
writes to Sir Martin Conway, the ex- 
plorer of the Himalayas, of a curious 
phenomenon he has seen among the 
mountains of the extreme northeastern 
part of India, not far from the Upper 
Indus. There is a very narrow valley 
or nullah among these mountains, the 
head of which is about 12,000 feet” and 
the foot about 5,000 feet above the sea 
level. The earth on the floor of this 
nullah is moving down toward the foot 
of the valley at the rate of about 600 
feet a year. ‘This estimate of the rate 
of movement is made from the position 
of trees that are growing on the sur- 
face, and every year are nearer the 
foot of the valley. ‘The surface of the 
moving mass fills the bottom of the 
nhullah, and is about 600 feet wide. As 
far as he is able to ascertain there is 
no ice or snow above or within the mov- 
ing mass. The surface is undulating 
and looks a mountain-covered glacier, 
except that the grass ia growing upon 
it. The neighboring villagers have 
made a few cultivation terraces upon 
the moving masse. In depressions on 
both sides of it the streams flow be- 
tween the mass and the hillsides. 

The natives say there is nothing new 
about the phenomenon, that the mass 
is always in very gradual motion, and | 
though they till a part of the surface | 
they have given up attemrpts to build 
houses on it because they always tum-| 
ble down. 

Though this information is made | 


public without comment by so high | 
an authority as Sir Martin Conway, | 
the editor of Nature, in which it ap- 
pears, eeems inclined to regard it as! 
a fish story and disclaims responsibi- 
lity for it. If the information is cor- 
rect it would seem that the slope of | 
the rock undeflying the alluvial mass 
is sufficiently steep to overcome the,

It is only now that the truth about 
the terrible famine which for many 
weeks has afflicted the best pari of 
European Russia ia permitted to reach 
the outside world. The district af- 
fected is bounded on the east by the 
Volga and on the west by an imagin- 
ary line drawn from Moscow to Kiev, 
which is the extremest southern 
point. In the marth it is probable that 
the famine stretches as far as Arch- 
angel, though it is. very difficult to 
obtain reliable information with re. 
gard to districts aorth of Nijni; Novw- 
gored. The affected area includes the 
celebrated black earth sone, which was 
once famous for its fertility, as well as 
the great grain districts of the Prov- 
inces of Samara, Saratoff, and Sim- 
birek. 

Russia was last visited by a famine 
im 1891-82, but since that very severe 
visitation there has been only ome ex- 
ceptionally good year, and hence the 
peascote have not been able to recover 
from their losses in 1803, when they 
were obliged to slaughter 45 per cent. 
of their horses and cattle for want of 
fodder. Moreover, this year the 
landed gentry have been affected quite 
as much as the peasantry, and the 
series of bad years which they have 
gone through bas so broken their re- 
sources that many of them are 

VERGING ON DESTITUTION. 
In the case of the peasantry it is re- 
ported that they have been’ compelled 
to atill further reduce the oumber of 
their live stock. They are support-

land and Toronto will soon be in oper- 
ation, while the iron- «making concern 

projected in Cape Breton by capitalists 
conanelel with the Dominion Coal 
Company may surpass all the others. 

The Star hss always strongly advo- 
cated the development of a great iron 
industry in Canada, and it was as a 
result of the Star's campaign in 1895 
and 1896 that real protection was first 
given to the iron industry, This pro- 
tection put the iron making business on 
a paying basis, and gave it a start. 
The success of the furnace at Ferrona 
and Radnor Forges even during & 
period of world-wide depression and 
the additional protection given to the 
iron industry in the form of bounties by 
the Government of Ontario, led to the 
establishment of the blast furnace at 
Hamilton, which has been an immense 
success. Now the idea seems to have 
taken hold that Canada is to become a 
on iron-producing country. 

hen the Star first began to advo- 
cate the development of a Canadian 
iron industry it showed that there was 
good reason for believing that the iron 
resources of Canada were greater than 
those of any other country. but many 
scoffed at the idea that Canada could 
ever become an iron-making country. 

The present is a very fayorable time 
to start new blast furnaces in Canada. 
as prosperity is so great in the United 
States that the blast furnaces in that 
country are able to dispose of all their 
products at reasonable prices. and do 
not try to slaughter them in Canada. 

When atime of world-wide m8 
sion comes our blast furnaces will be 
exposed to keen outside competition, 
and it may be necessary to increase the 
protection to preyent some of them 
shutting down.

The German Emperor in bis railroad 
journeys requires « train of fifteen 
specially appointed cosches for himeelf 
and suite. The royal train ie never 
used for any other purposes. As | 


stands to-day it is doubtless the long- 
est and most elaborate railroad train | 
if the world. Its cost has been esti. | 
mated at a quarter of a million dol-/ 
lara. Fi 

The Emperor watches all new im- 
provements in railroading and adda an- 
otber car to his train every year or #0, | 
in order to keep up with the tinres. 

In addition to the private apartments 
of the Emperor and Empresa, the trains | 
includes @ spacious dining-ar, which is 
used for giving royal dinners on the! 
rail. 

Each car ef this long train is provid- 
ed with a telephone running from one 
end to the other, and when the train is 
made up these are all connected. This 
enables the conductors and brakemen 
of the train to communicate with each 
other without passing through the 
train and thereby possibly disturbing 
His Majesty. 

An entire coach is set apart for His 
Majesty's private apariments, and a 
Sumilar one for the Empress. Two 
more Cars are divided up into suites 
suitable for the guests who may be 
traveling with the Emperor. 

There are three dining cara in all. 
The main one consists of a single 
apartment, with a long table in the 
centre for state dinners, while the oth- 
ers are 


COMBINATION CARS. 


The entire train is built with con- 
necting vestibules. It is mounted on 
wheels of the standard gauge, so that 
it can run on all the lines throughout 
Europe, and the cars are somewhat 
longer than the ordimary coaches. 

‘Dive entrance to the Emperor's pri- 
vate car is through a vestibule on the 
platform, from which wide swinging 
doors open directly into an apartment 
sixteen feet long and running the en- 
tire width of tne car. Next to this, 


and connected py a door, is His Ma- 
jesty’s bedroom, from which a toilet 
opens by means of a sliding door. These 
rooms do mot occupy the entire width 
of the car. A narrow passageway, 
twenty-eight inches wide, runs from 
the private salon back to the rear. 

The apartment next to that of His 
Majesty is occupied by the gentleman 
in Linmediate attendance upon the Em- 
peror. Another apartment is provid- 
ed for the servants of both. 

The cars are heated by a circulation 
of hot water. The apartments are 
illuminated throughout with oil gas, 
which is carried in tanks. 

The Emperor's private apartment is 
very simply furniahed. It contains a 
small single bed with metal frame, a 
small upholstered chair and a mirror 
between the windows with a folding- 
table beneath it. On the wall next to 
the bed and extending the entire 
_— of the room is a large network 
rack. 


THE ROYAL TRAIN 


is distinotly inferior to the best Pull- 
man coaches in everything except de- 
corations. The private coaches of the 
Emperor and Empress are hung with 
costly tapestries. The woodwork, 
with its elaborate carviugs, is alone 
worth a fortune. The German coats- 
of-arms in several of the cars, each a 
foot or more in diameter, are made of 
gold. 

The kitchens, of which there are sev. 
eral on the train, have also been fitted 
at ab enormous expense. The walls and 
ceilings are tiled with porcelain and 
lacquer work, and the cooking utensils 
are all of copper or silver. Each of the 
kitchens has a cook stove and a cook- 
ing table. Then there are ice-boxes and 
refrigerating plants, and everything a 
cook could possibly wish for. The walls 
are lined with stationary racks for the 
many spoons, dishes and plates, while a 
specially etrong box has been built into 
the wall of the car to keep the ailver. | 
ware and other table valuables.

His little volume betrays a wery 
careful study of the «ubject, and one 
would almost be led to believe that the 
resuite od a considerable experience 
were embodied inthis very readable 
littl book. 

Prof. Nyrop begins his volame witha 
paragraph by way of preface. In thie 
he claima, that in presenting hia study 
of the history of the kias tothe public, 
it is his duty to warm every one of the 
danger that lies merely in reading 
about kissing. Having thus drolly in- 
treduced his subject, his conscience is 
&t ease, and be proceeds cheerfully to 
& consideration of the matter in hand) 

Dr. Nyrop thinks that it may seem 
to be a very easy task to investigate 
the nature of a kiss. Every child 
knew whatakies was. We were greet- 
ed with kisses at our entrance inte 
the world, and we were actually pur 
sued by them throughout life. This is 
what the author may have experienc- 
ed. Prof. Nyrop, at any rate, observes 
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that to correctly define a kiss is more | Y@Ty 


difficult than most of usthink. He 
would lay down ome fundawental 
axiom, thatakiss must be felt to be 
understood, and that it is perfeotly 
vain totry to find out what it is, 

Paul Verlaine declares a kiss to be 
“the fiery accompaniment onthe key- 
board of the teeth tothe sweet songs 
sung by love in the burning hearts.” 
This definition, original and pretty, 
held good only with regard to genuine 
love kisses, and had nothing to say of 
the external phase of the kiss. 

Inthe dictiomary ofthe scientific

ihis definition is paipably inadequate, 
and intelicitous. The mouth was the 
only factor mentioned as having any- 
thing to do in the process, Of course, 
no one would deny the important part 
payed by the mouth inan erercise of 
this kind but how dues the mouth pro- 
duce a kisa.

Most of our 
readers will think this classification 
long drawn out and extremely artifici- 

It is not nearly so elaborate, how- 
ever, asthe list made up by a modern 
French author, who knows no lecs than 
twenty different kinds of kirses, 

It will surprive the reader to find 
that the s‘o'id, beer drink ng German 
knows mony more varieties. In the 
dictionaries of that language are found 
thirty independent names for ki-ses. 
This may owing to the thorough- 
£0 ng, methodical and exhaustive man- 
her in which the German always treats 
his subject. H+ kisves in asort of sup- 
plementary way, and confpletes a cer- 
ies of Kisses by “noch ein mal.” which 
being interpreted means once more.

This angered the animal, and he 
grabbed Fisher's arm in his mouth, 
crushing it. Then the elephant threw 
Fisher down with his trunk and tried 
to gore him with his tusks. His tusks 
were so short, however, having been 
sawed off, that he could not reach his 
victim with them. Rajah then delib- 
erately jumped upon Fisher’s chest, 


breaking every rib and crushing the 
life out of him.

SHOT DOWN IN COLD BLOOD 


TERRIBLE MURDER AT KAMLOOPS 
BRITISH COLUMBIA. 


Assnasie S011) nt Large An tddian Belt 
berately Killa a Well-Raewn itece 
Withest tay Prereration. 

A despatch from Kamlcopa. B.C., says 
—A terrible murder was committed 
here on Saturday evening «bout 
seven oclock, the victim being Philip 
Walker, a well-known and respected 
citizen. Walker had just reached home 
after his day's work, and was engaged 
in splitting his Sunday’a wood, when 
an Indian, Casimire Pecheesie, came 
along. carrying a Winchester rifle. 
Walker asked the Indian what he was 
going to shoot, and Pecheesie replied 
“Geese.” “Walker then atooped \ io 
pick up some wood, but as he did so, 
Pecheesie opened fire. The first but- 
let passed through Walker's left 
shoulder, and as he straightened up he 
received a second one in his body. The 
last bullet entered just below the right 
breast, and came out near the left 
hip. Walker fell against the verandah 
of the house, where he was picked up 
by eye-witnesses of the horrible affair 
aod carried into the Royal Inland 
hospital, which is about 30 yards from 
the scene of the shooting. Medical aid 
was summoned, but the unfortunate 
man, although able to talk, was be- 
yond earthly aid, and died about an 
hour after the shooting. Walker made 
an ante-mortem statement similar 
to the details given above. After 
firing the shots Pecheesie jumped over 
the fence and made for the river, 
crossing the long bridge to the reserve. 
He was immediately pursued by a posse 
of police, but no trace of him could be 
found after he reached the reserve, The 
search was kept up all night, and Sun- 
day men were’out in all directions, 
but up to -six o'clock, Pecheesie 
had not been arrested. A brother of 
Pecheosie’s and another Indian and a 
Klootchman were arrested Sunda 
night, as they were in company wit 
the murderer just before the shooting. 
Pecheesie is an adopted son of Chief 
Louie. Fourteen years ago Pecheesie 
was convicted and sentenced to seven 
years in penitentiary for shooting at 
Constable Smith. He is also suspect- 
ed of having murdered another Indian, 
Pecheesie cannot escape, and it is only 
a matter of time when he will be ar- 
rested. Walker leaves a young widow 
to mourn his death. She is a daugh- 
ter of J. TT. Edwards, J.P., of this 
city. The murder was the most cold-

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PONTON TRIAL FOR TORONTO. 


The Mearing of This Cause Celebre Has 
Been Memoved From Napance. 


A despatch from Toronto says:—Mr. 
Justice Robertson handed out his judg- 
ment on Saturday morning changing 
the venue of the Ponton trial from 
Napanee to Toronto. 

In his written judgment his Lord- 
ship practically recites the remarks he 
made on- the bench when the motion 
wus being heard. He says that not- 
withstanding the affidavits for the de- 
fence he cannot divest himself of the 
opinion that the people who were 
gathered in the street on that cold 
December night were not there for 
any harmless or inoffensive purpose. 
In fact the Sheriff acted wisely in 
reading the Riot Act, for there waa 
no knowing what might happen. 

The judgment goes on to state that 
no such case has ever been adjudi- 
cated upon before, and that, therefore, 
precedents do not count. It was not a 
question of an impartial-jury only, for 
he thought a good jury could be ob- 
tained, but the main thing was to 
expediate the ends of justice. 

His Lordship consulted with eight of 
his brother judges and found all but 
one in favor of changing the venue to 
Toronto. Cou for the Crown and 
for the acoused were both opposed to 
Toronto as the place of trial. In order- 
ing a change of venue his Lordship 
recommends the Crown to pay the 
expenses of the Ponton witnesses. 

The Assizes in Toronto open May 
15 and continue until May 2. The 
Judges on the rota are Robertson, 
Street, Falconbridge. It is likely that 


the case will be heard by Mr. Justice 
Street.

Japan is making a bold push-for at 
least a share of the carrying trade of 
the Pacific. Though she now haa but 
about 500,000 tons of modern steam ton 
nage, the significant fact is that this 
is mearly all new and up to date. The 
vessels constituting the new steamer 
lines under the Japanese fag were 
mainly built in Hritish or German 
yards, but thelr owners are far toe 
shrewd to depend entfrely upon for+ 
signers. Last year a Japanese ship 
building company at Nagasaki launch 
ed « 6,000-tom steamer. The materials 
for this vessel were, it is true, import+
